THE  EXPERIMENTAL  STATION  SAYS 
TREAT  YOUR  SEED  WHEAT  FOR  SMUT 

A vast  amount  of  money  has  been  lost  in  the  Eastern  States, 
as  well  as  the  country  at  large,  in  the  depreciation  of  the  value 
of  wheat  crops  on  account  of  smut.  Crops  containing  an  ex- 
cessive amount  of  smut  are  not  salable  for  seed  or  milling 
purposes,  and  in  some  cases  for  feed,  with  a consequence  that 
they  have  to  be  sold  at  a tremendous  discount.  Read  the  fol- 
lowing letter  just  received  from  the  plant  pathologist  at  the 
Experimental  Station,  Blacksburg,  Va.  Follow  the  advice  of 
this  authority  who  knows  conditions  and  you  will  be  money  in 
the  pocket. 

A LETTER  WORTH  READING 

Written  by  James  Godkin,  Plant  Pathologist,  Blacksburg,  Va. 

Stinking  Smut  a Serious  Menace  to  Wheat 
Growers 

“During  the  season  of  1925  stinking  smut  ‘bunt,’  ‘bust’  ana 
smut  balls,  as  it  is  commonly  called,  exacted  a toll  of  millions  of 
dollars  from  the  wheat  crop  in  the  Eastern  States.  This  is  im- 
portant to  Virginia  when  we  consider  that  the  Old  Dominion 
produces  more  wheat  than  any  other  Southern  State  east  of  the 
Mississippi  River,  and  more  than  all  the  New  England  States, 
New  York  and  New  Jersey  combined.  Stinking  smut  has  been 
causin.g  as  heavy  losses  in  wheat  producing  States  of  the  East 
as  in  Virginia  and  the  Middle  West,  and  far  West  the  situation 
in  many  cases  is  worse.  This  makes  the  problem  a national 
one.  and  precludes  the  possibility  of  Virginia  wheat  growers 
obtaining  smut  free  wheat  outside  of  the  State. 

“.Ml  things  in  reality  do  not  come  to  him  who  waits  unless 
he  lielps  himself.  Wheat  growers,  we  must  do  this  very  thing 
of  helping  ourselves.  The  smut  situation  will  be  worse  this 
year  than  last,  judging  from  incomplete  reports  already  re- 
ceived. The  safest  and  best  insurance  is  to  treat  out  wheat  or 
have  it  treated  before  planting  it  this  fall. 

“WHAT  IS  THE  BEST  WAY  TO  TREAT  WHEAT  FOR 
STINKING  SMUT? 

“The  new  copper  carbonate  dust  method  is  simple,  cheap  and 
efficient.  It  requires  no  wetting  of  the  grain.  Treated  seed 
may  be  stored  indefinitely  without  danger  from  injury,  or  it 
may  be  sown  immediately  after  treating,  in  either  dry  or  wet 
soil.  Furthermore,  if  the  grain  is  cleaned  properly  before 
treating  you  may  be  assured  you  won’t  have  smut  in  your  next 
year’s  crop.  For  four  years  the  copper  carbonate  treatment 
has  been  used  and  found  effective  in  Virginia  for  stinking 
smut  control. 

“During  the  present  season  the  County  Agent  of  Loudoun 
County  had  a demonstration  of  several  drill  rows  of  wheat 
untreated  growing  beside  a field  of  the  same  wheat  treated. 
The  treated  portion  of  the  field  was  free  from  smut,  but  the 
untreated  imrtion  sliowed  better  tlian  25  per  cent,  stinking 
smut  by  actual  field  count.  A wheat  grower  in  one  of  the 
Valley  counties  treated  one  field  of  twenty-five  acres  last  fall 
and  a second  twenty-five  acre  field  he  did  not  treat.  The 
treated  field  was  practically  free  from  smut,  but  the  adjoining 
untreated  field  had  .'iu  to  40  per  cent,  smut  by  actual  field 
count,  making  this  wheat  unfit  even  for  chicken  feed. 

“?mut  spores  or  germs  may  be  c.arried  on  dirty  sacks  or 
othe.r  containers  and  in  bins.  The  threshing  machine  carries 
them  from  field  to  field  and  from  community  to  community. 
Winds,  rains  and  insects  may  carry  and  spread  them.  We  can’t 
even  be  sure  that  wheat  is  free  from  smut  when  examined 
carefully  and  when  pronounced  to  be  smut  free.  In  doubtful 
cases  the  microscope  is  necessary  to  determine  its  presence. 
For  example,  a sample  of  wheat  recently  was  received  by  the 
College  at  Blacksburg  for  certification.  It  contained  a small 
number  of  smut  balls,  but  on  examination  of  more  than  fifty  of 
the  kernels  under  the  microscope  showed  the  spores  clinging 
to  the  brush  end  in  every  one  of  the  fifty  or  more  kernels 
examined. 

“The  safest  insurance  lies  in  using  cleaned  and  treated  wheat. 
Don't  flirt  with  chances  when  as  valuable  a crop  as  wheat  is 
involved,  and  when  with  such  a slight  extra  cost  this  disease 
can  be  eliminated.
